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HIS FIRST CASE. 


STAKED HIS LIFE UPON THE VEEDICT 
OF A JUKY. 


T h rilling A ccount o f H ow a P rom inent 
L aw yer C om m enced a Su ccess­ 
ful C areer. 


"It was a fortunate circumstance in my 
life that led to the first case I ever had,” 
remarked a venerable and prominent at­ 
torney the other morning, as several of us 
sat around the bar of J udge Van Fleet’s 
Court waiting for his Honor to make an 
appearance and dispose of a lengthy law 
calendar, that occasioned the presence of 
nearly every attorney in the city. 
“You see, I was just 21, had just been ad­ 
mitted t<* the bar, and the three years’ study 
iust preceding my admission had prevented 
any accumulation to my already scanty 
pocket-book, so on the 28th day of March, 
1856, I found myself seated in a small, 
cheerless, half-furnished office in the little 
town of Wheatland, Fayette county, 111., 
with my rent and board fia!d for one month 
in advance and §2 15 in my pocket, pa­ 
tiently awaiting for the first individual 
who should require the services of a coun- 
selor-at-law. 
For three weeks and a half 1 was in my 
office at 8 o’clock in the morning, and re­ 
mained until 6 in the evening, and up to 
this time neither friend nor foe had 
vetitured to cross the threshold of my 
humble office. And as the time for the 
payment ot my second month’s board and 
office rent gradually approached I confess 
I was nearly wild with despair. 
I 
should certainly have given up everything, 
deserted my office and forsaken my profes­ 
sion, had it not been for another fortunate 
circumstance growing out of the location 
1 had selected for the scenes of my future 
battles with legal complications and hu­ 
mane entanglements. 
“Immediately adjoining my office and a 
little beyond was a good old German shoe­ 
maker, who jiegged away from morniug 
until night, and but for the noise of whose 
pegging 1 should have gone wild with the 
quiet and oppressive solitude of the noise­ 
less village. 
Well, on the other side of 
my office was a long, tedious flight of 
wooden stairs leading up to the story in 
which we were located. 
“The shoemaker, having lived there for 
years, of course had his regular customers 
aud friends, who, either for business or a 
friendly chat, would frequently come up 
these stairs. 
My spirits would be way 
down to zero and the last glimmer of hope 
about to expire, when lo! I would hear a 
footstep on the stairs; my expectations 
would again revive, my spirits raise to the 
highest pitch of expectancy of future glory, 
and from the moment of ;he sound of the 
first step on the stair until the person 
from whose feet the sound had come 
passed my door to the shoemaker’s shop, 
my fancy had built a score of castles and 
every ambitious dream of my life had for 
that short time seemed a century. Then 
again I would sink into despondence, and 
at the next footsteps again ride for a brief 
spell on the buoyant wave of boyish antici­ 
pations. 
s, “ These conflicting and ever changing 
••moods continued, until at last a sound of a 
footstep greeted my ear, and with the 
same breathless anxiety 1 waited, until at 
last, at iast! the hand of a stranger 
touched the door-knob of my office door, 
and before me stood the Constable of the 
township. 
“ His name was Mike Ileiney. 
“ I asked him to sit down a moment, 
until ‘ I could finish a most important 
document.’ made a dive at the ink bottle, 
wrote something that I never have been 
able to read, and in a most deliberate 
manner inquired if ‘there was anything I 
could do for Mr. Heiney.’ 
“ ‘Well,’ says he, ‘Oi hav a mon in the 
“jug” as wants to see a lowy’r, and Oi taught 
as vez seemed to be a datent young mon, 
with nothin’ to do, ’twould be no mor’n a 
dacent job for me to put vez onto 'em, and 
if there is anything in it, and Oi think 
there is, Oi would loike to put vez in the 
way of makin' it.’ 
“ I thanked him very kindly, and added, 
“while I prefer probate anti commercial 
law to criminal practice, Mr. Heiney, 1 
shall, under the circumstances and in con­ 
sideration of your kind recommendation, 
at least go and interview the prisoner and 
ascertain what I can of the facts#leading 
up to his arrest.’ 
“ Consequently I hurried up to the little 
¡ail that Mike had called the ‘jug,' aud 
had an interview with the prisoner. He had 
been accused of stealing 8268 and a lady’s 
gold watch and chain. The officer told 
me also, that when he arrested the man 
he had exactly the sum of money claimed 
to have been lost, on his person, but 
nothing could be found of the watch aud 
chain. The prisoner, it is needless to say, 
protested his innocence, and I confess I be­ 
lieved at the time he was telling the 
truth. Well, we had an examination in 
the lower Court, and the Judge held the 
fellow to answer, much to my discomfiture, 
I confess. 
“ My client also felt discouraged at first, 
and it was not until I had dilated upon 
the great right of American citizenship in 
the trial by jury that the honor of men 
can be vindicated, and assured him that 
I could acquit him before a jury, that I 
succeeded in consoling him to the horror 
he had of going back to jail. That prom­ 
ise was the most foolish one 1 ever made, 
and let me say to some of you young attor­ 
neys, never in your life allow yourself to 
be so overt- me with confidence as to assure 
a man you will win his case. The more 
doubt you create in the mind of your 
client the more surprised and gratified 
will lie lie, and a lietter estimation will he 
place on your abilities. Never allow your­ 
self to speculate on Court or jury to the 
extent of giving assurance to any one. 
“ Well, as 1 was saying, I declared to 
him he should go free. 
“ T hedavset for the trial of the case 
arrived at last. In the meantime the im­ 
mediate neighborhood had become consid­ 
erably excited, and nearly every one in the 
village who conld go went to the county 
seat on the eventful day with very decided 
opinions that my client was a dangerous 
man to be at large. 
“It would take too long to relate fully 
the circumstances of the case, and it is suf­ 
ficient to say that the exact sum alleged 
to have been stolen was found on his per­ 
son, and the cvrdem*» of a little girl was 
that she saw the man standing at a win­ 
dow of her father's house; upon seeing him 
she ran a considerable diatance to give the 
alarm, and, upon returning in about twenty 
or thirty minutes with a ueighbor, she 
found the window bad been broken from 
the casing, many drawers and closets in 
the house turned tojsy turvev, the monev 
and watch found missing, and her identifi­ 
cation of the man was positive and com­ 
plete. 
“As I said, the day of the trial had ar­ 
rived, and in the meantime two friends of 
my client arrived also. They seemed very 
anxious indeed about his safety, frequently 
visited him, and the morning of the trial, 
and just before the Court was to convene, 
they sent for me to come to the cell of the 
prisoner. 
“I stepped into the narrow passage of 
the ¡ail and soon stood in the door of the 
ee'.V. One of them addressed me as follows: 
•* ‘Now, see here, young man, Greene 
(that was my client’s name) tells us that 
you refuse to allow any attorney to assist 
in the trial of this case, and if he employs 
anyone to do so he says you will with­ 
draw and refuse to consult with him con­ 
cerning the evidence, or tell him anything 
you may know about it. Now, sir, is that 
true ?’ 
“I answered in the affirmative. 


“ ‘Now see here,’ savs the other one. *We 
are friends of Greene, and don’t want to 
see him go to prison. We have money to 
employ additional counsel, and what is 
more, we intend to do it.’ 
“ 1 still maintained that I should with­ 
draw if they did, and like a fool I spoke 
as follows: 
“ ‘ Gentlemen, this is my first case. I 
propose to stake my future career on the 
result. If I win my success is made. If I 
¡ose, I swear to you I shall never step in 
another Court of Justice in the capacity 
of ail attornev-at-law.’ 
“ 1 You propose then,’ answered my 
client’s friend (with an emphasis and glare 
of his eye that I did not like), ‘ to make a 
name for yourself even at the expense of 
sending this innocent man up ?’ 
“ I told him I did. 
“ ‘ Then,’ says he, completely overcome 
with rage, ‘If ¡Sam Greene is convicted ot 
this crime, you can bet your life you will 
never enter another Court of justice as a 
lawyer, or in any other capacity; so help 
me God.’ 
“ I saw and appreciated the force and 
extent of his oath, and for a moment the 
terrible responsibility I was about to as­ 
sume flashed across my mind, and I stood 
paralyzed and overcome with two great 
conflicting emotions. 
“ I remembered the long wait for my 
client, the suffering and humiliation I had 
endured, the many disappointments and 
complete obscurity, and total insignificance 
of my life up to that time. On the other 
hand’I could hear the applause that would 
follow a victory, the praise I should receive 
if successful, aud the prosperity I should 
have in the future. I knew if 1 had as­ 
sistance, neither praise nor condemnation 
could be mine. All men, when standing 
on the verge of a last opportunity, want 
one or the other extremity, and such was 
my decision. My thoughts came rushing 
on me. I heard the Bailiff call my name, 
and in that awful moment staked my life 
upon the clearing of my man. 
“ We all ascended the stairs leading to 
the Court-room, and a few moments later 
1 found myself for the first time in my life 
before a Court of justice by the side of a 
prisoner who even looked as if his doom 
was unly a matter of a few hours, and 
such a complete resignation to fate had 
anything hut an encouraging tendency 
upon me, I can assure you. Ilis friend sat 
at one side, with his dark, threatening, 
cruel eyes upon me, and before him the 
man who claimed to have been robbed, 
his wife, little daughter, and four at­ 
torneys—the prosecuting counsel, liis as­ 
sistant, John T. Wheeler (the best law­ 
yer in that part of the State) and his 
partner, Silas Howl. 
“ Never again in my life will I experi­ 
ence such a deep, agonizing regret as took 
possession of me as I sat there; aud, oh ! 
how I wished I had accepted assistance, and 
how I prayed for something to happen 
that might occasion an adjournment that I 
might reconsider my foolish persistence 
and consent to the demand of my hlack- 
eved friend. 
“ It was too late, too late! W ith no 
confidence in myself, fully realizing that I 
was totally ignorant of all civil or 
criminal procedure, without a friend on 
earth or well-wisher in existence, when 
the case was called I answered, ‘ ready !’ 
“ I proceeded in the trial of that case 
as a deserving beggar would proceed to 
ask for a morsel of food. I actually threw 
myself at the feet of the Judge and relied 
upon the warmth and pity of his heart, 
lie gave me both, God blesihim ! for at 
the first recess he called me in his cham­ 
ber, and from his lips for the first time did 
I receive one word of encouragement. 
“We closed with the evidence and the 
time came for my argument before the 
jury. It was not so much an argument as 
it was a supplication. I stood before them 
with my face as white as marble. The 
words I spoke were of course supposed to 
be intended for my client, and no one but 
the black-eyed stranger knew I was plead­ 
ing for my own life, and many marveled 
at the plain, earnest manner in which I 
begged that jury to give that man his 
liberty. A h ! there were no fantastic 
novelties or spacious embellishments in 
that address; no youthful flights or soplio- 
moric love about that speech, but a plain 
earnest plea of a boy that had his lile at 
stake, touched the hearts of that jury anil 
they brought in a verdict of * Not guiltv.’ 
“ The strain I had endured in the few 
days of that trial was terrible. I could not 
and did not sleep nights. In one dream I 
could see my client’s body pierced with a 
thousand daggers, in another on a scaffold, 
and again rising from the grave to curse 
me. The dark eyes of the stranger haunted 
me, and I tell you when I heard that ver- 
diet I fell apparently as dead on the Court­ 
house floor as if I had been struck by 
lightning. I soon revived, and found a 
great, heavy load lifted from my very soul. 
“ The verdict was greeted with applause, 
as I had dreamed, and from that moment 1 
was fairly launched on a successful career. 
“ When I tainted in the Court-room one 
of the jury, a great, strapping, warm­ 
hearted fellow, picked me up in his arms, 
carried me to an adjoining saloon and laid 
me on a couch in aback room. As I have 
said, I very -oon revived, and sitting upon 
the couch I looked around and saw the 
juror leaning with one arm upon a large 
barrel and gazing thoughtfully upon the 
floor. At first I was startled, and feared 
for a moment that it had all been a dream. 
My fears were soon put to rest, however, 
as he looked me straight in the face with 
his great, mild gray eyes, and said : 
“ * Young ’en, when I first went in that 
jury box and looked over thar and seed 
yu sittin’ all alone, with four lawyers on 
the other side, and one of them J ohn T. 
Wheeler, the big gun of Fayette county, 
agin yu, w hy,--------------, me, I’d a staid 
with yu till the ants had dragged me 
through the key hole.’ ’’ 
Judge Van Fleet put in appearance 
about this time, and all proceeded to busi­ 
ness without further speculation as to the 
cause of law yer 
’s successful career.

For many years dresses have not been 
so simply made as are the most stylish 
that are seen this summer. And seldom 
were seen such beautiful goods, both in 
color and desigus, as are the new muslins, 
organdies and summer silks. Among 
favorite tints there are indefinite greens, 
such as that shown by the new willow 
leaves or spring lily-buds, tastefully em­ 
broidered with pale heliotrope, faded rose, 
crushed strawberry or the grayish-blue of 
old brocades. 
Looking at some muslins 
the other day in a great fashionable em­ 
porium, I found some ravishing French 
goods, just imported. One with a water- 
green ground had light clusters of roses 
tied together with pale mauve ribbon 
thrown over it for a fringe; another was 
lake-blue, strewn with golden and orange 
sprays of gillyflowers; another was pale 
lavender, over which was scattered purple 
violets and yellow pansies; another, cadet- 
blue ground, was covered with crimson 
carnations. 
These goods are made up in the plain­ 
est possible manner. 
Generally both 
skirt and bodice are entirely plaited, 
surplice fashion, in narrow regular plaits. 
A sash of moire, or faille ribbon, not very 
wide, goes around the waist and is tied at 
one side in long loops and ends. The 
sleeves are either pulled out in the upper 
part with a bow at the elbow and then 
plain down to the wrist, or else they are 
plaited down from the shoulders, and fall 
loose and full in the pagoda style. 
Silk dresses are also made quite plain, 
but often of two shades of color. Thus, a 
gown of striped silk pekin of two shades of 
green is made in the new redingote shape, 
with close-fitting boddice and plaited skirt, 
both bodice and skirt remaining open in 
front to show an under-skirt and under­ 
waist of cream-colored surah, over which 
are showered fine wool violets of darkest 
purple, witli green leaves. Both the bodice 
and skirt of surah are slightly draped 
across. 
Handsome applique of passe­ 
menteries are placed upon the shoulders, 
fronts and sleeves of the pekin silk. A 
belt of the same goes across the waist and 
is finished at the side with long ends and 
tassels. 
The best silk for summer wear is un­ 
doubtedly a good quality of foulard, which 
is durable and light; does not wrinkle, and 
combines very well with other materials. 
Our best American mills are treating this 
specialty with particular care. 
There are decided novelties in the new 
foulards, the general tendency being to 
black figures on colors, or to colored figures 
on Mack. The rolors are usually half­ 
shades, nearly faded-looking, and the de­ 
signs are rather fantastic, with large figures 
and apparent irregularity of arrangement. 
The Japanese style is much in favor, and 
a great many figures are borrowed from it, 
especially in moss color, rose color, corn 
color and black. Other styles are large 
white polka dots, with small black polka 
dots in the white ones, on a very brilliant 
red ground. These are mostly to lie used 
for the foundation of lace dresses. 
As to colors, the combination of green 
and black is still extremely popular, es­ 
pecially in cloth and moire. Red remains 
very fashionable, but rather less is seen of 
the coquel ¡cot or poppy red than of the 
host of derivative tints, such as old Roman 
red, Pompeii, brick, beef-blood, etc. 
Many of the new bodices for costly 
evening toilets are cut off round at the 
waist, or very slightly pointed, the edges 
covered by a folded sash or ribbon laid on 
Hat. A large portion of the dress corsages 
are devoid of darts, being adapted to the 
figure by the deeply-arched side seams and 
by the graceful curving of the fronts, down 
which it is closely fastened by invisible 
hooks and eyes. 
Superb galoons and 
jewelled gimps are made great use of, these 
put on in straight rows or crossing each 
other in Grecian style. 
Fichus and fancy shoulder capes aresent 
home by the modiste with airy summer 
dresses, whose bodices are left but slightly 
trimmed for this purpose. In honor of the 
Centennial year there are large squares of 
of deep-hemmed silk mull, richly bor­ 
dered with Puritan silk lace frills. Those 
are the “Martha Washington” handker­ 
chiefs, which are lightly folded and crossed 
over the breast in the demure fashion of 
that respected lady's day. Other artistic 
corsage draperies are known as the Marie 
Antoinette fichus, the Recamier scarf, the 
Queen Mary and Sir Joshua Reynolds 
berthas, and other airy accessories of 
Spanish, Swiss and Italian styles. 
I am happy to tell you that the ball 
dress, “ with no sleeves to speak of,” and 
extremely low neck, is now a thing of the 
past, and no respectable woman dreams of 
making such a spectacle of herself as was 
deemed good form a few years ago. Eng­ 
land’s grouty old Queen may go on insist­ 
ing on the usual show of feminine backs 
and bosoms, fat and lean ; but, happily, 
there is no such criterion in this country. 
Handkerchiefs are very small and em­ 
broidered in colors to match the costume. 
Lace is again used on dressy handkerchiefs ; 
and those of colored batiste to match the 
gown are very popular. 
THEIR NOTION OF LUXURY. 
The other day a group of Washington 
ladies is familiar conversation drifted into 
the subject of wealth aud as to what con­ 
stitutes real luxury. Each woman present 
was asked to name her heart’s desire “ if 
monev grew on bushes aud women were 
turned loose in the field?" The ladies, by 
the way, were all of moderate means, or 
this notion of luxury would have no 
weight; and were all educated and well- 
bred, or their fancies would not be worth 
repeating. Did they vote for diamonds, 
silks, laces, trips to Europe, horses and 
carriages? Nothing of the sort. The 
preponderance of desire among these 
daughters of Eve set in the direction of a 
maid. A trim, tidy, deft, oat-footed, mind- 
her-own-busines, don’t-tattle, toilet-secrets 
maid; one who would keep all the para­ 
phernalia of women in requisite order, 
who would neglect nothing from the but­ 
tons on her shoes to the not-too-much j>er- 
fume on her handkerchief; who would 
superintend them both and understand 
the proper use of all dainty toilet appli­ 
ance, and could relieve her mistress of the 
never-ending weariness of dressing her 
own hair. That group of women spoke for 
most of the sex.

SULPHUR FOR DIPHTHERIA. 
. 
When that dread disease, diphtheria, was 
raging in England, a few years ago, Dr. 
Field, the celebrated physician — who 
never lost a case— used nothing whatever 
for the cure of diphtheria but common flour 
of sulphui— a teaspoonful mixed with the 
finger in a wine glass of water, and given 
as a gargle. Sulphur destroys the fungus 
in man or beast. In extreme cases where 
the gargle could not be used, dry sulphur 
was blown down the throat through a 
quill, and sulphur was burned on a shovel 
where the fumes could be inhaled—and in 
ten minutes the patient would be out of 
danger. 
This is worth remembering. 
Birds, especially parrots, sometimes have 
diphtheria from exposure to cold. Their 
throats swell, they cannot swallow, and 
would soon die. In such cases force otien 
their beaks and blow a little sulphur 
down their throats through a quill.

ABOUT STAGE KISSES. 


WHAT PROMINENT ACTRESSES SAY ON 
THE SUBJECT.

The article published in the Sunday 
Press two weeks ago, aud entitled “ Foot- 
light Kisses,” has created a great deal of 
comment not only from theatrical people, 
but also in circles which are distinctly 
non-professional. The interest excited by 
this open discussion of a matter which, al­ 
though a fruitful field for active imagina­ 
tions, has hitherto been veiled in silence, 
has manifested itself in inquiries from 
correspondents as to why the ladies of the 
stage, more directly concerned even than 
the men, should not be given an opportu­ 
ne v to express their opinions. 
Fair play is a jewel, and we fully recog­ 
nize the right of the ladies to be heard on 
this subject. The most prominent actresses 
now before the New York public have 
been interviewed, and their opinions are 
given below. 
KATHRYN KIDDER REGARDS IT AS BUSINESS. 
“ The first play I ever appeared in,” 
said Miss Kidder, “ was‘Under the Gas­ 
light,’ but my part did not call for kissing 
of any description. In ‘Xordeek’ I was 
supposed to he kissed, hut it all ended in 
supposition. I forget whether I was kissed 
in * Davy Crockett’ or whether we again 
deceived confiding audiences. My first 
real kissing experience on the stage was in 
England during a tour of the provinces. 
This experience became vividly impressed 
on my memory on account of the attend­ 
ant circumstances during the first night of 
the play. 
“ At the first rehearsal I was very much 
surprised by the leadiug man saving to me: 
“ ‘ The scene calls for kissing here. Do 
you object to me actually kissing you ?’ 
“ I was very much surprised at being 
asked such a question, and 1 told him that 
I hadn’t the slightest objection ; that I re­ 
garded a kiss a piece of stage business 
which called for as faithful production as 
any other piece of stage business. I forget 
the name of the town we opened in, but 1 
can never forget my experience that night, 
as it gave me my first acquaintance with 
the peculiar methods of an English au­ 
dience. 
“ I had a love scene in the first act. I 
was seated on a sofa, with my face toward 
the audience, and my lover stood at the 
back of the sofa. At the point in the scene 
where he declared his love and I had ac­ 
cepted him, he leaned over and kissed me. 
There immediately rose from the audience 
such a confused medley of sounds as I had 
never heard before in my life. From all 
over the house came sounds strikingly sug­ 
gestive of smacking the lips, and a long 
drawn out m—m—m—m. I was so indig­ 
nant and ashamed I could hardly speak my 
lines, and when I came off the stage 1 re­ 
paired at once to the stage manager and 
demanded to know what he meant by al­ 
lowing me to go through a piece of busi­ 
ness which he knew would be guyed. His 
answer was to me, as an American, a 
genuine surprise. 
“ 1 Why, Lord bless me ! They weren’t 
guying. That’s the way they show their 
approval of the scene.’ 
“ I made up my mind they wouldn’t 
have another opportunity of manifesting 
their approval again in the same way, and 
the next night I had the kiss cut out. 
“ I do not feel the slightest delicacy 
about kissing on the stage, nor have I the 
slightest hesitation or objection to being 
kissed. I think you will find very few 
actresses who have. It is regarded purelv 
as a matter of business by both men and 
women.” 
MINNIE MADDERN’s VIEWS. 
Miss Minnie Maddern, whose stage kiss 
an enthusiastic Western critic describes as 
“ linked and drawn-out sweetness—a kiss 
that merges a man’s very soul into a single 
caress,” says: “ A kiss on the stage is 
nothing more than any other stage busi­ 
ness. Every action on the stage should be 
made as life like and as true to nature as 
possible. 
“ This applies to the stage kiss in com­ 
mon with other actions. If the play re­ 
quires two people to shake hands on the 
stage, a mere pretense cf shaking hands 
will not do. It must be made evident to 
the audience that they actually do shake 
hands or the meaning of the scene is not 
brought home to the audience. Worse 
than that, the audience is abruptly re­ 
called to the fact that the scene going on 
before them is only acting, and very arti­ 
ficial acting at that. 
“Nothing so rudely destroys stage illu­ 
sions as a palpable pretense of doing any­ 
thing. To pretend to drink from a glass 
which the entire audience can see contains 
nothing to drink, or to write a letter, 
which would necessarily occupy ten or 
fifteen minutes, in as many seconds, are 
common methods of destroying stage illu­ 
sions. The pretense of kissing, while not 
of such frequent occurrence, will do more 
to shatter stage illusion than will the 
transparent simulation of almost any other 
piece of stage business. 
“Dramatic license may condone writing 
or pretending to write a note containing a 
hundred words in ten seconds, and the 
property man may be vilified for his neg­ 
lect to fill the glasses with water, but noth­ 
ing can in the least excuse a flagrantly 
transparent pretense of kissing. 
“I always kiss on the stage whenever 
the scene calls for it. There is absolutely 
no feeling in it, except in the abstract. 
Personalities do not enter into it in any 
manner, shape or form. I might not lie 
on good terms with the man who was 
playing my lover on the stage, or I might 
positively dislike' him, yet I would kiss 
him with as much fervor as a girl in real 
life would kiss her husband or lover. I 
would kiss him with the same feeling as 
I would speak the words of love put into 
my mouth by the author of the play. The 
only feeling that enters into such an inter­ 
change is the feeling for the part—for 
the ideal.” 
MINNIE TAI.MER SURPRISED. 
“ W hat next ?” queried Minnie Palmer, 
throwing aside the cigarette she sodaintily 
puffs as she api>ears in the costume of a 
naval cadet at the conclusion of Act II. of 
“ My Brother’s Sister.” “ W hat will he 
the next subject one of my good friends on 
the press will propose as a theme for dis­ 
cussion ? I thought you had exhausted 
the gamut of stage emotions and here you 
appear with a new one. You ask’me 
about ‘ kissing.’ Mercy ! you go every­ 
where, see everything, know all things, 
and I should think that would lie the first 
subject you’d know by heart and the last 
subject you’d need to inquire about. 
“ I always think of a kiss as either 
everything or nothing. 
“A kiss? Oh, a kiss is nothing at a ll: 
Yet, a maid might die for the lack of it, 
Just a touch of the lips—but suppose a heart 
Puts the whole of its love at the back o: it." 
“ Yon ask about stage kissing. If you 
will think back a little maybe you will 
rememlier that for a number of years I 
have only played the roles of young girls, 
merry and romping, maybe, but at any 
rate innocent and guileless as a child at 
its mother’s knee. Love-making there has 
been, of course, in all these roles, but it 
has always been the natural, simple, pure 
and sweet dawn of a girl’s affection for one 
who has been kind to her, one who lias 
grown up in a more or less homelike asso­ 
ciation with her. 
“To analyze it—well! Who can analyze 
love of any kind ? I’m sure I can’t, but 1 
try to impersonate, when acting these love 
scenes, the feelings of a pure-minded girl

"It seems to me a most natural thing 
tor young lovers to kiss each other; it's a 
custom, and my stage kiss is a simple evi­ 
dence, recognition, display, or whatever 
you may term it, of the feelings of the 
character I'm assuming toward the char­ 
acter assumed by the one kissed—the 
character, mind, not the person. I can be 
thanktul that 1 have always had gentle­ 
men of good breeding and good manners 
and habits to assume the role of mv lov­ 
ers, and whose personality was not repul­ 
sive to refinement. That’ is all I know 
11 bout kissing on the stage personally.’’ 
FANNY RICE THROWS LIGHT ON THE 
SUBJECT. 
“Stage kissing," said Nadjy, “is iike the 
other things on the stage which appear so 
nice from the audience—a hollow mock­ 
ery. 
Very little actual kissing takes 
place on the stage, although it is made to 
appear to the audience as though it did. 
Nothing is easier to counterfeit on the 
stage than a kiss. You can do it in such a 
way that nineteen out of every twenty 
people in the audience would be willing 
to make aflidavit that they beheld the 
players’ lips glued together in a brief span 
of bliss, when as a matter of fact, their 
lips never meet. 
“ All depends upon the stage position of 
the people concerned. 1 see nothing more 
objectionable in a stage kiss than a stage 
embrace, or any other of the pantomime 
rhapsodies which stage lovers go through, 
and if there is no help for it, and the kiss 
cannot be successfully simulated, the best 
way to do so is to come right out and kiss 
honestly and openly. There is alisolutely 
no intent on the part of the people kissing, 
and no more feeling enters into it than in 
kissing a dummy. The one thing in the 
head of the players is to do it gracefully 
and naturally, so that it will have its full 
effect on the audience. 
“ A favorite device with players to em­ 
phasize a stage kiss and deceive the audi­ 
ence, is to take the head of the person who 
is to be kissed between the hands, and, 
slowly turning the fierson’s head away 
from the audience, kiss your own hand 
with a smack that resounds all over the 
house. 
“ 1 have not the slightest objection to 
being kissed on the stage, and 1 do not 
think any sensible woman who acts for a 
living has. 1 have never refused to be 
kissed in this manner, nor do I recollect 
any one who has. The only time person­ 
ality entered into my stage kiss was at my 
first rehearsal in ‘Nanon’ with W. T. Garle- 
ton. I had never seen Carleton before, 
either oil or on the stage, and when re­ 
hearsal began, in one of my scenes I had 
to rush into his arms and kiss him. Carle- 
ton is a great big, impressive-looking man, 
and I became somewhat embarrassed and 
slipped while going toward him. To hide 
my confusion I hurriedly sought to em­ 
brace him, and succeeded in bringing my 
two hands about his ears with such a 
thump that it could he heard all over the 
stage. ‘Not so violently, Miss Rice,’ said 
Mr. Carleton, who evidently did not relish 
having his ears boxed. ‘Please try it over 
again.’ 
“ I tried again, and in my confusion re­ 
peated the former experiment, with the 
addition of kissing him on the tip of the 
nose. We did not rehearse any more that 
day, but it was some time before I could 
rush into Mr. Carleton’s arms and kiss him 
without giving him the impression that I 
was taking boxing lessons.”

WHY A SAS FRANCISCO AUDIENCE 
WAS HILARIOUS.

lower, one of the clever dramatic 
writers ot the New York Star, tells the fol­ 
lowing good story about Modjeska: 
Aou would scarcely class Modjeska asa 
comedienne,” said a well-known actress the 
other day, “but I saw her set an audiexce 
into the most hilarious brighter once. It 
was in 'Adrienne Lecovrenr,’ too,, ami in 
: the hist act, which is certainly tragic. 
The incident is an illustration of the tart 
that a trifling matter, a word or a gesture, 
or even, as in this case, an association of 
ideas, will sometimes ruin a performance. 
I was playing in Modjeska’s companv at 
the time and was almost paralyzed by’thc 
behavior of the audience. It was in San 
1' rancisco six or seven years ago. Mod­ 
jeska was a great favorite there, and ‘Adri­ 
enne’ was then one of the most popular 
plays in her repertoire. It was put on for 
the opening night, and the house was 
crowded. The audience was kind and 
even enthusiastic, and several times dur­ 
ing the evening called the star beforo the 
curtain. 
“But in the last act of ‘Adrienne,’ after 
the heroine has been poisoned, the sen­ 
tence, tfli, how I sutler! occurs in her 
lines, and as Modjeska spoke the words a 
roar of laughter rose from the house. 
Modjeska stopped in astonishment, and for 
a few moments was unable to proceed. The 
laughing in the audience continued lor 
several minutes, and we finished the per­ 
formance in a dazed condition. After the 
curtain fell there was a scene in the green­ 
room. Modjeska was indignant. She felt 
that she had been grossly insulted, and she 
was halt inclined to cancel her contract on 
the spot and leave the city at once. The 
manager of the theater had" great difficulty 
in persuading her to continue her perform­ 
ance. 
“But in the discussion the cause of the 
merriment in the audience was explained. 
Louis Harrison and his sister Alice, who 
were then starring in a piece called 'Pho­ 
tos,’ of the farce comedy order, played at 
the same theater two weeks previous, and 
Louis had a sort of ‘gag’ line which he 
spoke a number ot times in burlesque stvle 
during the performance. 
The line was 
identical with that in ‘Adrienne,’ ‘Oh, how 
1 suffer.’ It had become a by word among 
theater-going people, and ’ when Mod­ 
jeska’s audience heard her deliver the 
sentence they were reminded of 1 larrison’s 
grotesque saying. 
The explanation ap­ 
peased Modjeska’s anger, but she wouldn't 
play ‘Adrienne’ any more in Sau Fran­ 
cisco.” 
“ a MIDNIGHT BELI.” 
Has run beyond 100 performances and is, 
perhaps, good for many more in tin's city’. 
It is frequently said that Charles H. 
Hoyt’s latest piece is his best. 
1 sat in 
Hoyt’s office one day last February and 
chatted with him about the coming pro­ 
duction of “A Midnight Bell.” líe had 
played it in San Francisco several months 
previous and he was thoroughly convinced 
the piece was a good one." Suddenly lie 
turned to me and said: “ Why, you know 
what the play is. You read the manu­ 
script ten years ago.” It was true. When 
Hoyt was a writer of funny paragraphs in 
a newspaper office, long before he wrote 
“A Bunch of Keys”—and that was seven 
years ago—he studied the problem of mak­ 
ing a play out of scenes and incidents 
around his old home in New Hampshire. 
He drew his characters from the models 
which he found in the village of Charles­ 
ton, and the comedy which is now called 
“A Midnig..t Bell” was the result. But 
managers wouldn’t listen to Hoyt in those 
days, nor would they read his plays, and 
so the piece went into a pigeonhole in his 
desk. Chance set him to writing farcical 
pieces, and chance and some good thinking 
and planning put him in the way of pro" 
during them himself or rather of joining 
forces with Charles W. Thomas, his pres­ 
ent partner, and Eugene Tompkins, mana­ 
ger of the Boston Theater, in their pro­ 
duction. Farce comedies were profitable 
and the firm made money. At length 
Hoyt began to consider the matter of pro­ 
ducing something of a little higher class 
than “A Rag Baby” and “A Brass 
Monkey.” 
New England comedies ap­ 
peared to be the rage, and he overhauled 
his old manuscript, written almost before 
he had ever seen the stage end of a theater, 
reconstructed it in a measure, and offered 
“A Midnight Bell” to the theater-goiim 
public. 
This was a touch of the same sort of ex­ 
perience that Bartley Campbell had years 
ago. He had trunks full of plays, which 
no one would look at before he wrote “ My 
Partner ” for Louis Aldrich and Charles 
T. Parsloe. After this play was produced 
half the managers in the country wanted 
Campbell to write plays for them.’ Ilisold 
manuscripts became valuable at once, and 
they earned thousands of dollars for him. 
CHANCE FOR CLEVER PEORLE. 
I sat in the orchestra of one of the thea­ 
ters at which comic opera holds sway, yes­ 
terday morning, in the company of the 
manager of the company, while a young 
actress, who is quite well known, sang a 
song to a piano accompaniment. Tiie body 
of the house was dark, and only a “ bunch 
light ” illuminated a little corner of the 
stage where the piano stood. The young 
woman had an excellent voice, and it was 
evident that it had been cultivated to some 
purpose. But she had never appeared in 
comic opera, and I wondered that the man­ 
ager thought it worth while to listen to 
her, inasmuch as he already has an excel­ 
lent artist, and a favorite with the public, 
who is filling just the sort of roles that the 
candidate would expect. 
“ Good comic opera artists are not easily 
found,” the manager said in reply to a 
question. “ \ erv lew sopranos are coming 
to the front, and there are no young tenors. 
I already ha\ e a prima donna who is a 
great favorite; but I have to cast her in 
every production. I would like to give 
her a rest now and then. If I could find 
another one as good I would pay her sal­ 
ary and allow her to remain at home half 
the time. And I would be glad to secure 
one or two tenors, too. Why, do you know, 
that the principal male part in one of the 
successful comic operas now running in 
this city, which was originally written for 
a tenor, is filled by a baritone? Some of 
the music has been transposed for him, 
and some of it he sings as it was written. 
The man has made a hit in the part, but 
if there had been a good tenor in the com­ 
pany the baritone wouldn’t have sung in 
the opera. 1 can find lots of mezzo-so­ 
pranos and baritones, but no sopranos or 
tenors. There’s a chance for clever people 
in the chorus to show their ability.”

That is a signal instance 
of high scholarship and practical labor 
uniting in one person for the betterment 
of the race. Miss Wormley needs not to 
toil as a teacher of housewifery, needle­ 
work anti useful employment for girls. 
Rut she does such labor without forsaking 
her pen or abandoning her literary studies. 
She lias 700 pupils under her instruction 
and her method with them is a model of 
thoroughness and simplicity. She teaches 
them, above all, whai every mother should 
teach her daughter, that the kitchen and 
and the parlor; the study and the laundry; 
the nursery and the drawing-room; the 
piano and the hread-ltoard; the rag-bag 
and the secretary; the library and the 
sewing-room are not ineom pa table, but are 
intimately related in the true economy of 
a true woman’s life—that skill in the one 
is not inconsistent with skill, grace and 
pleasure ¡11 the other, hut that, on the con­ 
trary, the better the housewife the more 
accomplished may lie the woman. 
F. II. H ead in his splendid oration at 
the unveiling of the monument to the 
memory of the murdered policemen at 
Chicago, well said that the expression 
“the laboring classes,” has no place in 
America. 
We all lielong to the laliorlng 
classes. There is no true place here for 
the idler. 
He fits into no part of our 
system naturally. We all work, whether 
the shoveler of sand or the millionaire; 
rich or poor, life in America is work, in­ 
cessant labor, hard toil. 
Fven the few 
droves among us, by their non-activity con­ 
tribute to the wage of the workers. The 
dependent classes are mainly the worthy 
wards of our charity, public or private. 
But as wealth and poverty constantly 
change places with us; as with us there is 
neither attainder of blood nor transmis­ 
sion of rank, station or title; as to our 
laws class distinctions are unknown, we 
have no laboring class as the term is un­ 
derstood in those nations where one rules 
and another obeys; where one is lord 
and the other vassal; where one class 
merely exists and the other toils for its 
maintenance. 


THE COMING EXPOSITION. 
We are not moving a moment too early 
in preparing for the exposition of the 
“ Three Americas,” to be held in Washing­ 
ton in 1S92. Indeed, Central and South 
America are in advance of the United 
States in preparation. 
Spain and Italy, 
though not contemplated as contributors, 
have notified the United States that they 
wish to be represented. It is possible that 
both these countries fear the loss of trade 
as a result of the exposition, and the fear 
is not groundless. When the representa­ 
tives of the three Americas are assembled 
iu the great exposition, it is very likely 
that South and Central America will dis­ 
cover new reasons why they should trade 
with us more and with the old world less. 
However that may be, it is certain that 
the Madrid and Genoa committees are this 
early diligently engaged in the work of 
preparation. 
No steps have as yet been taken by any 
of the States of our own Union for repre­ 
sentation in the exposition. If they now 
had commissions at work, they would not 
have too much spare time, for the exposi­ 
tion is to be no hasty and “pick-up” affair. 
High excellence will be the only key for 
admission. National pride will not sub­ 
mit to any mediocre State or district ex­ 
hibits. Pride, however, not less than in­ 
terest, should spur our commercial and 
manufacturing powers to the activity of 
preparation. It will take a year to lay out 
and plan and put in operation the scheme 
any State may adopt, for everything is to 
be upon a colossal scale, and nothing of 
the exposition order in our past history 
will compare with this, either in magni­ 
tude or in quality and exhaustiveness. 
It is anticipated that Congress will set 
apart between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000 
to insure the proper representation of the 
country at large at the Exposition, and 
as the sum is to be wholly expended at 
home, there will be little or no objection 
raised to the outlay. Besides, the mo- 
mentuous importance of cultivating closer 
relations with the Southern Americas is 
scarcely to’be measured in money. It has 
been estimated by cool-headed and ex­ 
perienced men that fully 15,000,000 peo­ 
ple will visit Washington during the Ex­ 
position, and that the great mass of them 
will be a good many degrees above the 
level of the mere curiosity-seeker. There 
will go to the Exposition the men who 
are most1 interested in changing the con­ 
ditions that now limit our exportation to 
the States of the southern part of the 
hemisphere, and they will not fail to im­ 
prove the occasion to the utmost. 
The foreign commerce of the Americas 
south of our own is in excess of $1,000,000,­ 
000 annually, but of all the imports of 
tlmse countries we supply less than one- 
sixth, while England, Germany and 
France have the larger shares. Spain and 
Italy have a limited trade with the Cen­ 
tral and Southern Americas, but are very 
solicitous to enlarge it; and, so far as di­ 
verting the English and German trade 
from the South is concerned, they will 
labor abreast with us, hut beyond that are 
our contestants. 
In 
whatever light 
viewed, the coming 
Exposition will 
be the most vitally important of any 
ever held in the western hemisphere, 
and while it will bring into Washington 
sums variously estimated at from $3,000,­ 
000,000 to $4,000,000,000, on the basis of 
15,000,000 visitors; and while quite as 
much more will he expended in the coun­ 
try at large as incidental to the Exposi­ 
tion, the mere putting into circulation of 
such sums is secondary to the importance 
of the permanent enlargement of our trade 
with the other Americas, that it is confi­ 
dently believed by cool-headed commercial 
men will result from this first effort of the 
countries named to unite for a common 
purpose. In that effort California must 
not play an insignificant part. Our rela­ 
tion to the Isthmian and Pacific South 
American States is such that we have a 
vital commercial interest in the Exposi­ 
tion. The occasion will also he one of 
importance to this State as a means of its 
development and advancement, from the 
attention that can he directed to it. Forty- 
three States and leading cities have al­ 
ready joined the membership of the Board 
of Promotion, and next vear the note of 
preparation will he sounding throughout 
the land. So far as any legislative action 
is concerned California can do nothing un­ 
til the winter of 1890, and it may he well 
on to 1891 before any official body the 
State may erect will be able to co-operate 
with commercial and industrial organiza­ 
tions that will probably he effected earlier. 
Since there can be no question whatever 
of the important part the Pacific coast 
must play in the Exposition scheme, the 
thought of our people should from this 
time forward be directed to it, that our 
plans may he formed with expedition 
when the communities of the State are 
fully informed upon the scope and full 
purpose of the great occasion.

See how fresh, shady, 
and unfrequented this avenue looks. We 
shall not be interrupted.”

Harlem is fast taking the title, City of 
Churches, fron Brooklyn. 
With its 
growth in handsome residences and im­ 
posing flats came the desire for churches 
and to-day there are fortv-tive churches iu 
which regular services are held, and a 
score of new ones are being built between 
One Hundredth street and Harlem river, 
while in the annexed districts tlie spires 
can he seen toward every point of the 
heavens. The greatest of alt Harlem's re­ 
ligious edifices will, of course, he the Epis­ 
copal Cathedral, the site and plan- of 
which have been discussed on every hand 
for the past two vears. Next to that will 
stand the new St. Luke's Church, Rev. l>r. 
Tuttle, rector, which is to lie huiit on 
Convent avenue and One Hundred and 
Forty-first streets, the site of old 
Hamilton Grange. 
The ancient home 
of Alexander Hamilton, built over one 
hundred years ago and situated but a few 
rods away, will also pass into the j«>sses- 
sion of the parish, as Amos Cutting is 
having it fixed up at an expense of $4.000 
and will give it to St. Luke’s. 
The 
church when oomjdeted will have cost 
$250,000. 
A handsome church is the 
Holy Trinity, on I.exingtou avenue and 
One Hundred and Twenty-third streets, of 
which Rev. 1. N. Sanger i- rector. 
Con­ 
nected with this ehurch is a handsome 
chapel and jiarish house, making a 
projierty valued altogether at $500,000. 
There are live other Fpiseojial Churches 
in the ujijier end of the city. The most 
iinjiosing of the Presbyterian Churches 
is at the corner of One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth streets. Rev. .1. S. Ramsey 
is the jiastor. 
Besides this there are 
five others of the same faith, all jiros- 
jierous and well filled. 
The Metho­ 
dist denomination have seven houses of 
worship besides a mission. St. .lames, at 
the corner of Madison avenue and 1‘JOtli 
street, of which Rev. Dr. O. 11. Titliuiv is 
pastor; Trinity, Fast 118th street, Rev. 
Merritt Iiuhbard, pastor, and West Har­ 
lem, Seventh avenue and 129th street, 
Rev. Dr. E. S. Osborne, pastor, are all im­ 
posing and 
costly 
structures. 
The 
Mount Morris Church, on the corner of 
Fifth avenue and 126th street, is the lead­ 
ing liajitist Church of Harlem, and the 
pastor, Rev. W. C. Bitting, is one of the 
most potnilar jireachers. There are four 
other churches of tlie same denomination. 
Rev. Dr. S. S. Yirgin is in charge of the 
only Congregational flock in Harlem. 
They worshiji in a solid and substantial 
structure at the corner of Madison avenue 
and 
121st 
street. 
Three 
Lutheran 
Churches and two Dutch Reformed, two 
I nited Presbyterian, one Unitarian, and 
one Universalist add to the religious edi­ 
fices. There are three synagogues, the 
most prominent of which is Tempio Israel, 
at the corner of Fifth avenue and 125th 
street, of which Rev. M. 11. Harris is 
rabbi. In Harlem and the annexed dis­ 
trict there are upward of twenty Catholic 
churches. All Saints’, on 129th street, 
near Madison avenue, of which R ev..). .1. 
Power is in charge, is a handsome Gothic 
structure which cost $150,000. Mount 
Carmel, on 115th street, has the largest 
congregation in Harlem. Rev. Michael 
Carmodv, the pastor, recently ojiened a 
mission for the 2,000 Italians working on 
the railroad of the annexed district, much 
to the delight of the workmen, most of 
whom are devout Catholics. 
Rev. Dr. Hunt, Corresjionding Secretary t 
of the American Bible Society, addressed 
the last Monday Club in San Francisco. 
He sjioke of the growing work of the So­ 
ciety in foreign lands. Many of those 
foremost in the organization of the mis­ 
sionary work were among the organizers of 
the Bible Society. Formerly the mission­ 
aries were almost tlie only agents of the 
Bible Society. Now the Society lias four 
agents in South America, one in Cuba, one 
in every State in Mexico, one in Constanti­ 
nople and one in Russia. The Russian 
Bible Society is aided by our Societv. A 
portion of this aid is to send a eoljiorteur 
into Siberia. There is also an agent in 
China, Rev. Mr. Gulick, and one in Jajian, 
II. Loomis. The Society now expends 
about $180,000 yearly in the foreign work. 
F'or its expenses, the Society receives less 
from legacies than formerly—about $100,­ 
000 jier annum. There was a surplus a few 
years ago of something over half a million 
dollars. Over $400,000 of this lias been 
used in a fourth general canvass of this 
whole country. The amount now remain­ 
ing, the Society thinks it wise to keep in 
hand to meet obligations, especially in the 
foreign fields. It is understood that the 
rents of the Bible Home in New York 
city pay#lie tunning expenses of the So­ 
ciety, and that all the money received 
from contributions goes to circulate the 
scrijitures. 
At a recent meeting in Boston Mrs. M. 
A. Ehlers, Superintendent of the liajitist 
Southern Missions, made this statement: 
“The masses of the colored jieojile of the 
South to-day are morally wretched. A 
large jirojiortion of the pastors of our 
Baptist churches of the South are im­ 
moral men. Many of them are drunk the 
whole year through ; many of them are of 
abandoned character, and not worthy to 
he intrusted with the teaching of any one, 
much less to he jiastois of churches and 
leaders of the jieople.” 
The Churchman, speaking of the death of 
Damien, the leper jiriest, says that outside 
of the walls of Jerusalem is a lejier hos­ 
pital tended by deaconesses from the Ger­ 
man ¿efigious houses. 
“Year after year 
these heroic women, without jiretentions- 
ness, without any trumpeting of their 
work, almost unknown to the world, have 
waited ujion lepers, while themselves 
literally dying by inches. 
Their courage 
has only come to light by the chance 
notice of travelers.” 
The statement was made in Simpson 
Memorial Church, San F'rancisco, last Sun­ 
day morning, by the pastor, Dr. Izer, that 
$5,600, which includes the cost of the 
pipe-organ, street improvements and extra 
current exjienses, had been paid during 
the past week, and that the church stood 
free from debt. This makes $24,000 raised 
for debt and current expenses during the 
two years of the present pastorate. Simp­ 
son church is one of the most beautiful in 
San F'rancisco. 
The Italian religious world has been 
much stirred within two years jiast by the 
advent of a remarkable preacher belonging 
to the F'ranciscan order in the Roman 
Catholic body. This is Agostino da Mon- 
tefeltro. His ministrations both at Flor­ 
ence last year and at Rome this year, 
have been crowded with hearers. He" pro­ 
claims for tlie most part the great relig­ 
ious and social truths of simple and com­ 
mon Christianity. 
The Chautauqua Assembly of 1S89 be­ 
gins July 1st, at Pacific Grove, and will 
continue until July 14th. Julv 7th Bishop 
John II. Vincent, D. D., LL. D., will 
jireach, and dedicate the new church and 
Assembly Hall. Sunday, Julv 14th, Bishop 
H. M . Marren, D. D., LL. I)., will preach. 
The whole time will be filled up with lec­ 
tures, etc., and will no doubt be verv 
profitable. 
Lev. A\ . F. Nelson, of Arroyo Grande, 
ts oil on a six weeks’ vacation to visit 
friends in M isconsin. He expects to meet 
a brother, Rev. Justus Nelson, of Para 
Brazil, one of Bishop Taylor’s mission! 
anes, who is iu the United States on a 
visit, and looking for helpers iu his mis­ 
sion field.

R an k in was 
chosen C hairm an pro tern, an d E . W . H ili- 
y er of Placer Secretary. 
T here w ere about 
150 delegates 
present. 
A. A . Sargent, 
F ra n k M. P ixiey and F ra n k F . Fargo were 
p ro m in en t m em bers. T he S acram ento del­ 
egation w as com posed of L eland Stanford, 
C harles Crocker, C. T . H . P alm er, N. D. 
T h ay er, J. Beach, George I. Lytle, C ornel­ 
ius Cole, M ark H opkins, I. B. M arshall, 
S. S. H oll, A. B. N ixon and L . H erm anee. 
T h e platform and resolutions w ere re­ 
ported by th e silver-tongued E dw ard D. 
B aker, who. him self, ascended to th e p lat­ 
form and read them to the C onvention in a 
m an n er th a t set th e 
vast 
assem blage 
alm ost w ild w ith enthusiasm . 
T h e first 
person proposed for th e nom in atio n for 
G overnor was F ra n k 
M. 
P ixley, w ho 
declined th e honor. 
T he P resident th en 
anno u n ced the nam es of L eland Stanford 
an d E . U. Baker. 
T he latter arose and an ­ 
nounced th at he w ould take th e privilege 
of his age and w ithdraw his nam e, at th e 
sam e tim e asking th e Convention to n o m ­ 
in ate L eland Stanford by acclam ation. 
A t 
th is there was great cheering, and th e Con­ 
vention unan im o u sly did as requested. 
M r. Stanford m ade a speech, in w hich he 
said, am ong o th er things : 
Were 1 an aspiring man, seeking political sta­ 
tion. I might hesitate about allowing m yself to 
be placed in this position. But I have no polit­ 
ical aspira ions: 1 am contend to be an humble 
citizen. 
But. on an occasion like this, when 
every Republican should be willing to give his 
services to the great cause, and when the party, 
in Convention assembled, demand my services 
and my name, they are most welcome to them 
[Applause : I (eel, Mr. President, that the cause 
in which we are engaged is one ol the greatest 
in which any one can labor. It is the cause of 
the white man—the cause of free labor, of jus­ 
tice, and ol equal rights. 
[Applause.j * * * 
We of California are in favor of a transconti­ 
nental railroad by that natural route which the 
emigrant in comiDg to this coast has pointed 
out to us. [Applause.] I am in favor of the 
railroad, and it is to the policy of this State to 
favor that party which is likely to advance 
their interests. 
- * * Although not much of 
a talker, if the occasion should seem to demand 
it, 1 shall be ready to go out and speak to the 
people ol the State. [Applause.]

T he p articulars of th e affair 
had not, how ever, becom e know n. 
...J . G regory presented the U nio n w ith 
a branch of a gooseberry-bnsh from Sol. 
R unyon s ranch, on the Sacram ento river, 
w hich was so heavily loaded w ith berries 
as to be regarded as a w onder in thosedays. 
M r. R unyon 
s still in th e fruit business, 
h ale and hearty. 
T he W ebb Sisters w ere then playing 
an engagem ent at the M etropolitan T h ea­ 
ter in th is city. 
...T h e press of the East was pu b lish ­ 
ing hum orous accounts of a fist fight be­ 
tw een G enera! Leslie Coombs, of L exing­ 
ton, K y,, an d H enry T. D uncan, a banker 
of th at city. 
Coombs was referred to as 
" a gladiator som ew here betw een one h u n ­ 
dred and tw o h u n d red years of age, agile 
as a cat, gam e as a rooster, and one w ho 
h its stra g tt out from the sh o u ld er.” D un­ 
can was described as a youth of som e sev­ 
en ty years, but Coombs succeeded in doing 
h im up all the sam e. 
Jo h n B aiim er, from Shasta, created 
a sensation in San Francisco by m sh in g

H e 
had ju st landed at night from th e Sacra­ 
m ento steam er, w ith $2.UOO on his person, 
an d som e parties attem pted to garrote him . 
H e broke loose, however, an d ran up the 
streets veiling as above stated. 
T h e police 
took him in charge, but he continued to 
shout " M u rd e r'” w hile being led through 
M ontgom ery street. 
H e 
was evidently 
Scared. 
At a m eeting of m iners at F olsom J . 
H . Rice was C hairm an, and Edw ard C hris­ 
tie Secretary. 
A. \V. K napp and IV J. 
H o: per m ade speeches, and a long series of 
resolutions were adopted protesting against 
attem pts m ade in certain quarters to re­ 
strain m iners from w orking th eir claim s in 
th a t tow n.

H e continued doing th is all 
day, and w hen arrested he did n ot m anifest 
m uch surprise. 
C hief Lee had an interview w ith the pris­ 
oner yesterday m orning, and th e latter gave 
a very good account of him self for the past 
week. 
H e had been workiDg on a ranch 
on tb e R iverside Road, th en he w ent to 
C ourtland and W alnut Grove, and cam e 
back on th e other side of th e riv e rto C larks­ 
burg. 
H e had been w orking at different 
tim es in breaking horses. 
A bartender in W ashington, w ho claim s 
to have seen the m en in com pany w ith 
H aw es on the m orning of th e tragedy, was 
brought over to identify th e m an , and 
after taking a good look, said he could not 
positively identify h im . 
T he coat corre­ 
sponded w ith th a t of one o f the m en, but 
he w as quite certain th at th e parly he re­ 
ferred to was an Irish m an , w hile S m ith ap ­ 
peared to be a G erm an.

T he im m ense tim bers sup­ 
porting the tan k are sagged in the center, 
and are consequently pressing th e walls 
outw ard. 
In a short tim e the w hole thing 
m u st collapse, if the usual w eight of w ater 
is kept in th e tanks. H e says th at really the 
only thing that is holding the brick together 
is a large iron bar, and th at is becom ing 
bent. 
It is advised th a t no m ore w ater be 
forced into tbe tan k .

A MATTER WORTH CONSIDERING BY 
CALIFORNIA FARMERS, 


T h s O a k la n d C o t t o n M ills O ffe r t o B u y 


t h e F r o d u c t o f 5 ,0 0 0 A e r e s o f 


C a lif o r n ia C o t to n . 


M any persons have expressed a w onder 
th a t th e farm ers of C alifornia have not 
gone extensively into the business of cotton- 
grow ing. 
W herever th e attem p t has been 
m ade th e results were far beyond the ex­ 
pectations of those m ak in g th e experi­ 
m ent, b ut of late years little or noth in g has 
been heard of farm ers engaging in th at in ­ 
dustry. 
T he cost of labor m ay have had 
som ething to do w ith th e cessation of con- 
ton-grow ing in th is State, bu t there seem s 
to be lack of au th en tic inform ation as to 
th e cause. 
A t all events, there are those 
w ho believe th a t cotton-grow ing can be 
m ade to pay in th is State, as th e follow ing 
letter from th e S uperintendent of th e Cali­ 
fornia C otton M ills at O akland to a busi­ 
ness firm in th is city w ill sh o w : 
E ast Oa k lan d, June 9,1889. 
Jlours, A . 5, Hopkins it Uro.. ¿Sacramento—G en­ 
tle m e n : We are now using a large quantity of 
cotton in our m ill. We have from time to time 
received small lots grown in this State, aud tbe 
quality is so superior that we are anxious to 
have all we require grown in our own State. 
The writer has just seen Professor Hilgard, Pro­ 
fessor of Agriculture in the State University 
here, and he assures me that cotton can be 
raised in the 
Sacramento 
valley equal in 
quantity and quality to any in the United States. 
The high prices ranging uoiv for both cotton 
and cotton seed assures a larger profit from cot­ 
ton growing than from wheat, even at fifty 
bushels per acre of the lattter. 
Now. we wish to find out through you if you 
m ow any large farin-owners in the Sacramento 
valley who would be willing to talk with us on 
cotton-raising aud consider propositions we 
might make regarding the planting of cotton. 
The planting is a simple matter, ana the pick­ 
ing and ginning ot the crop we could arrange 
about to the entire satisfaction ot such farmers 
as would be w illing to go into it. 
We would 
prefer land not far from river transportation, as 
we propose to ship the entire crop, pressed like 
hay, just as the cotton is picked. We would 
gin it all at the m ills. From 500 to 1,000 acres 
of open, sandy loam would be prelerred. 
Please be kind enough to drop us a note, and say 
if you know of any farmers or land-owners who 
would care about farming cotton, renting laud, 
or going into cotton-planting on shares. We 
need the product o f 5,000 acres, and are getting 
some planted in the southern counties. Any in ­ 
formation you can furnish us w ill be much 
valued. Yours truly, 
W il l ia m R u t h e r f o u d . 


WHAT HAS BEEN DONE. 
A s a m atter of fact, th e successful grow ­ 
ing of cotton in th is State has passed be­ 
yond th e stage of experim ent. 
A s far back 
as 1874 Colonel S trong was raising excel­ 
len t crops of th at staple in Merced county, 
and he dem onstrated th e fact by several 
years’ tesis th a t C alifornia was one of the 
best States in the U nion in w hich to grow 
cotton. 
H is crop was of excellent quality, 
being rem arkably w hite and clean, and 
w holly free irom stains of an y kind. 
In 
its report for 1874 the State A gricultural 
Society said : “ W e believe th at cotton cul­ 
tu re has been sufficiently tested to w arraut 
all of o u r farm ers w ho have land to spare 
to enter in to the business of cultivating 
this staple on a large scale.” 
T he crop of 
th a t year was about 4,000 acres, and the 
average was about one bale per acre. 


ADAPTABILITY OK OUE SOIL AND CLIMATE. 
Dr. Jo h n W illiam M allet, in his w ork on 
th e science of cotton culture in various por­ 
tions of th e U nited States, says: 
"C otton 
needs a h igh su m m er tem perature, a l­ 
though no t properly a tropical plant. 
It 
produces a fiber in dim inished quantity, 
though of im proved quality, w hen rem oved 
from a southern locality to one farther 
n orth. 
It never seem s to be injured bv the 
m ost intense m idday heat. 
* * 
* 
I t is 
evident, therefore, th at, provided irriga­ 
tion, w here necessary, w ill take th e place 
of th e sum m er rain of the S outhern States, 
th e seasons of C alifornia m eet th e require­ 
m ents of th e cotton plant. 
T h at th e period 
betw een th e later frosts of spring and the 
early frosts of the fall, in C alifornia are 
longer th an are absolutely required for the 
com plete m atu rity o f th e p lant and its 
bolls, and if (as is th e case) th e rain s are 
still w ithheld after th e balls are m atured, 
th is lengthening of the period 
during 
w hich th e raw cotton m ay be picked w ith­ 
o ut in ju ry insures th e saving o f a larger 
percentage of th e crop in an undam aged 
condition th an is usually possible in the 
S outhern States. 
“ Beside this, the absence of rain during 
a large p art of th e grow ing season by p re­ 
venting th e germ ination of grass an d weeds, 
allow s the cotton p lant to appropriate the 
entire strength of th e soil to itself, grow 
unchoked, and at th e sam e tim e m aterially 
reduces the a m o u n t o f labor necessary in 
its cultivation, and consequently th e ex­ 
pense. 
F o r a sun p lan t the clear, bright, 
cloudless sum m er skies of ou r California 
valleys w ould also ^eem to be peculiarly 
adapted to favor its luxuriance of grow th 
and productiveness, w hich also proves to 
be th e case. 
It w ould, therefore, appear 
th at w hat m oisture is derived from the 
rainfall in C alifornia is n atu rally well dis­ 
tributed, at least for the starting of the 
p lant and the gathering of th e crop, and 
the only open question is, w hether irriga­ 
tion w ill supply th e absence of rain or 
heavy dews d uring th e grow ing season. 
“ On this point it m ight be sufficient to 
say th at along onr river bottom s the m ois­ 
ture th a t is condensed nightly at th e sea­ 
son w hen h ay is cut, an d w hile th e cotton 
p lan t is m atu rin g , is at least so great th at 
hay cut th e day before often cannot safely 
be stacked u n til th e sun has been up sev­ 
eral hours to dry it. 
Aw ay from th e ’rivers 
this is not alw ays th e case.” 


JUST TH E THING NEEDED. 
It is evident th at C alifornia is n atu rally 
a good cotton-grow ing State, in point of 
clim ate and soil, judicious irrigation being 
able to supply an y deficiency of m oisture 
existing d u rin g th e season w hen th e plant 
is grow ing and before th e bolls are form ed 
and ripening. 
T he culture of cotton in 
th e w arm valleys 
of C alifornia w onld 
greatly increase tb e productiveness and 
value of land. 
It w onld also supply a very 
desirable rotation in crops—a great desid­ 
eratum in C alifornia—and w ould thus im ­ 
prove agriculture and restore the fertility 
of the soil, w hich constant cropping in 
w heat has, in m any cases, dim inished. 
It 
w ould encourage th e reclam ation o f over­ 
flowed lands, and on such lands w ould in ­ 
sure crops in dry years w hen th e uplands 
failed. 
It w ould afford m ore constant em ­ 
ploym ent to labor, particularly at the close 
of the grain harvest, w hen cotton-picking 
com m ences. 
It w ould also encourage the 
establishm ent of factories for th e m anufact­ 
ure of cotton goods sufficient for tbe con­ 
sum ption of th e Pacific slope. 
In short, 
th e extensive culture of cotton would give 
a great stim u lu s to the agricultural aud la­ 
bor induslries of the State. 
O ne possible 
reason th at it has not been m ore ex ten ­ 
sively engaged in m ay hava*been the lack 
of irrigation facilities, b ut this obstacle is 
rapidly being overcom e. 
It w onld seem th at som e of our farm ers 
m ight, w ith good results, place them selves 
in com m unication w ith tbe < >ak!and Cot­ 
ton M ills people an d arrange to go into the 
planting of cotton. 
II th at com pany can 
consum e only tbe product of 5,900 acres, 
other factories w onld be erected—possibly 
at Folsom , in this county, w here tbe greater 
w ater-pow er of the A m erican river will 
soon be available for m ills of all kinds.

question.

W e 
th in k som e portions of it unnecessarily sar­ 
castic, but Mr. B oyne th in k s he. w ith a lew 
others, have been subjected to u njust criti­ 
cism :

figures as to forbid any sensible m an invest­ 
in g .”

F . S. S m ith w ill 
n ot sell because he w ants th e property 
for his own use, and is as w ell able to keep 
it as th e others are to buy. 
If anyone 
th in k s M r. S m ith is a Silurian, they ought 
to exam ine th e building he p u t up on "the 
grounds ow ned by h im , and coveted by 
M essrs. W einstock, L u bin A Co.. and also 
the new brick building in course of erection 
in close p ro xim ity to it. 
In th e life tim e of M r. Skaggs, th at gen­ 
tlem en ow ned m any pieces of property in 
th is city, and was considered w ealthy. B ut 
reverses cam e and his liabilities claim ed 
one piece after another, u n til all was gone 
but the corner ot S eventh and K . T hen a 
broken leg laid h im up . 
D am e F o rtu n e 
w ithdrew h er sm iles; S hylock dem anded 
his "p o u n d of flesh,” an d it seem ed for a 
w hile th a t all m u st go. 
B u t M r. Skaggs 
had a faithful and courageous wife, w ho 
p u t forth all her energies to save th e roof 
th at covered th eir heaas. 
She fought h er 
case through all th e C ourts aud finally v an ­ 
quished h er enem y. 
B u t w hen th e battle was over th e prop­ 
erty was involved for as m uch as it was 
w orth at that time. 
U n lik e th e Silurian Bee, 
she h ad an abiding faith in th e city s future 
progress, an d held on to it, as she had a right 
to do, u n til now , w hen her rents n o t only 
keep herself an d son, h u t is also blotting 
out h er debts. 
A fter all h er struggles w ith 
adversity, an d th e glory of having beaten 
th e usurer, she is branued as a ailurian be­ 
cause she w ill not allow a w ealthy firm to 
dictate to h e r th e price at w hich she w ill 
sell.

BRAKEMAN ROBERT A. WILSON MEETS 


AN AWFUL DEATH. 


T h e F o ls o m ( ir a v f l T ra iu 
r e c k e d Y cs- 


te r d a y — F o u r d t h e r T r a in m e n 


S e v e r e ly In ju r e d . 


Y esterday m orning an accident 
h a p ­ 
pened upon the Sacram ento and l ” acer- 
ville R ailroad w hich resulted in the killing 
of one m an an d th e in ju ry o f several 
others. 
T he gravel, or granite-train, w hich 
carries m aterial from n ear Folsom to Sac­ 
ram ento for filling in about th e 
new 
sw itch-yards, started on its regular trip 
from here yesterday m orniug 
about 8 
o'clock. 
W h eu a little beyond S anlsbury's 
Station, about six m iles this side of Folsom , 
th e engine struck a broken rail, ran oft' the 
track an d tu rn ed over on its side, and six 
fiat cars w ere piled up in a heap over the 
engine. 
B rakem an Robt. A. W ilson, w ho was at 
the tim e of th e accident standing on the 
tender of th e engine, was throw n to the 
ground, and, tb e tender failing on him , he 
was killed instantly. 
E ngineer A llen and firem an Geo. Vice 
barely escaped w ith th eir lives, and both 
were considerably injured about the head. 
A llen’s leg was also severely hu rt. 
Con­ 
ductor W right and brakem an Supple were 
also .in ju red by being throw n over by the 
jar- 
T he w reck took place w here there was a 
slight grade, otherw ise th e engine wonld 
probably n ot have toppled over, bu t as it 
was, it sim ply ran out to th e edge of the 
bank and then fell over on one side. 
C onductor W right prom ply secured a 
conveyance an d drove to N atom a, frota 
w hich point h e sent inform ation of th e 
unfortunate affair to Sacram ento. 
In a 
very short tim e afterw ard the railroad com ­ 
pany had a w recking-erew upon th e scene, 
and the w ork of extricating poor W ilson’s 
body and clearing th e track was executed 
w ith all possible haste. 
T he injured m en were taken to the 
R ailroad H ospital in th is city, w here their 
injuries will receive proper attention. 
R obert A . W ilson, w ho m et such a tragic 
death in th is unfortunate occurrence, had 
only been m arried a short tim e. 
H is wife 
is at I’lacerville. 
H e has a brolher-in-law , 
F ra n k S m ith, in Sacram ento. 
D uring th e afternoon Coroner C lark sent 
his assistants to the scene of the accident 
for W ilson's rem ains, and an inquest will 
be held upon the sam e on M onday. 
T he w reck was cleared aw ay by 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon.

SAILED FOR ALASKA. 
Yesterday afternoon the Alaska Com­ 
mercial Company's steamer Bertha left for 
Alaska with.supplies for the canneries and 
also carrying sixty passengers. Among 
them were a party of twenty-one from the 
United .States Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
who w:ll detiiie the 141st meridian, the 
boundary line betweeen Alaska and Brit­ 
ish Columbia. 
Their work will extend from M ount St. 
Elias to the Arctic Ocean, and they expect 
to be gone eighteen m onths. They will 
first go to Oouulaska, and probably stay 
there a month to rate chronometers and 
take tidal observations, and thence go to 
St. Michael.

Davis as assistant, will survey the Yukon. 
The other, uuder J. Henry Turner, with 
Dr. H . N. Kierultt as surgeon and W . W. 
Edm uuds as assistant, will survey the Por­ 
cupine river.

W a s h in g to n , June 15th.—The case of 
Ensign George F. Ormsby, which was 
finally disposed of to-day by his dismissal 
from the naval service, is the first occur­ 
ring in a num ber of years which has had 
that result. Ormsby was regarded in the 
service as a “sea lawyer,” and had greatly 
vexed tbe D epartm ent by his erratic con­ 
duct. The formal charges upon which he 
was tried by a Court-martial were disobe­ 
dience of orders and disrepect towards the 
Secretary and Acting Secretary of the 
Navy. It appears from the record that 
when he was ordered 
from 
Richfield 
Springs, and later from Cincinnati, to join 
tlie Monongabela. then under orders to 
proceed to Samoa, he pleaded illness, and 
when the D epartm ent refused to accept 
this excuse, he disregarded his orders and 
proceeded South, and asked to have his 
resignation accepted. 
In some of his letters, addressed to the 
Secretary of the Navy, he complains that 
he was being hum iliated, contrary to the 
revised statutes, and requests the Secretary 
either to leave the decision of his case to 
the civil Courts, where he had begun an 
action looking to the revocation of his 
orders, or to a Court-martial. Subsequently 
he was found at Los Angeles, Cal., and 
placed under arrest and conveyed to Mare 
Island, where he was tried by Court-mar­ 
tial. In one of his letters Ormsby says 
that Commodore Harm ony, the acting Sec­ 
retary, has made untrue and scandalous 
statem ents about his case which were con­ 
trived to serve as false evidence before the 
Medical Board. This failing of its pur­ 
pose, the Ensign next attacked Secretary 
W hitney directly, charging him with neg­ 
lect or omission to carry out the laws and 
regulations, and with stopping him from 
prosecuting his lawsuit to just conclusions, 
by ordering him away from the country. 
Of all the charges and specifications the 
Court-martial found him guilty, and, upon 
the Secretary’s approval of the sentence, 
the President to-day formally dismissed 
Ensign Ormsby from the navai service.

of the mutineers of the Fifteenth Pennsyl­ 
vania Cavalry at the battle of Murfrees- 
borougb, and opposite his name, in the col­ 
umn of remarks, on the first muster-roll of 
that company, after the battle, appears the 
follow ing: "Mutinied and refused to march 
—I.e Caron.” 
This roll was produced before the House 
Committee, which investigated Colonel I.a- 
zelle’s mismanagement of the W ar Records 
office, and the witness* who brought tne 
roll from the Adjutant-General’s office tes­ 
tified further in regard to Le Caron that 
“he refused to march to the front.” 
There was no more disgraceful occurrence 
in the Union army than his m utiny at 
Nashville. W hen the orders were given to 
this Fifteenth Pennsylvania Cavalry to 
m arch to the front, about 300 responded 
and fought splendidly. The rest, of which 
Le Caron was one, stacked or threw away 
their guns, and refused to tight. They 
were confined in the jail, the penitentiary 
and the work-house at Nashville while the 
fight was in progress.

utation of her husband, and with the hope 
of vindicating his good nam e. Mrs. Fav­ 
rot was formerly Miss Lillie Dubroca. 
She was a favorite at home and in the 
social circles she frequented. No suspicion 
against 
her 
reputation had ever been 
breathed against her, until a few m onths 
ago, w hen it was discovered that she was 
in a delicate condition. 
Pressed by her 
parents, Miss Dubroca said that H enry 
Favrot, her cousin, a gentleman who was 
known to have been assiduous in his at­ 
tentions toward her, and she had been 
secretly married. 
Favrot, who had bnt recently been ad­ 
mitted to the Bar, expressed the utm ost in ­ 
dignation and surprise when confronted 
with the young lady. 
H e denied em phati­ 
cally having been anything except a friend. 
She persisted, however, and to save the 
honor of her family, he consented to 
m arry her, but he did not live with her. 
The story is told in two letters that were 
found on a table near the bed. 
One was 
open. It was written with a red pencil, 
and was addressed “ To the public.” It 
was in Mrs. Favrot’s handw riting, and 
read as follows: 
“ The public is anxious 
to hear my last words. Perhaps there are 
not many things to say, except to relieve 
anxiety, I suppose. I m ake this statement, 
the truth of which is unquestionable, but 
there are m any who do not know it was a 
fact. I assert that the m an bearing the 
nam e of my husband is not guilty of that 
of which he is accused. 
H is character in 
this case has been blackened for m y own 
selfish motives, and they m ust be known 
while it is yet in my power to make them . 
I have nothing more to leave behind me 
but this proof of my husband’s innocence.” 
The other letter was inclosed in an en­ 
velope addressed to her father. A. V. Du­ 
broca, Port Allen, West Baton Rouge, and 
was worded as follow s: “ H. F. is not the 
father of the child. 
L. F .”

The miners have been out 
since May 1st and have been refused all 
sorts of offers to arbitrate and settle their 
diflerences with the operators.

past five years the m axim um wages re­ 
ceived by the m iners have been but $5 a 
week.

L o n d o n , June 15th.—There can be no 
doubt, says the Berlin correspondent of the 
Times this morning, that the Americans 
have emerged from the Samoan Conference 
with living colors and that Germany has 
had to content herself with a prospect of 
much less political predominence on tlie 
islands, then she claimed at W ashington 
two years ago. This result it would appear 
was much more due to the firm and inex­ 
orable attitude of Blaine than to any polit­ 
ical leanings of England toward the power 
which it is her highest aim to conciliate. 
That is very interesting testimony, more 
so as it comes from a correspondent whose 
relations with the German Foreign Office 
is said to be close. 
Lowes impressions are 
undoubtedly derived from German not 
American sources.
